DROWNED 

AT CAMP 

LAKE 

For several davs scores of persons have 
been dragging Cump lake, Wisconsin, in 
an endervor to find tbe body oE Ei chant. 
Justmnn, 6S6 Tenth street, Milwaukee, 
who was drowned there Saturday afternoon 
while bathing, 

Justumn was 23 yean old, and was em- 
ployed as a fireman on one of the tranifer 
engines on the Milwaukee road, . With a 
companion, Joseph Fischer of Milwaukee, 
he went to the lake Saturday morning, in* 
tending to remain over Sunday. la the 
afternoon the two went in bathing near 
the cottage they were occupying, Fischer 
was unable to swim and remained in shal- 
low water near the shore. Justmnn was 
an expert swimmer and took the only boat 
at tbe cottage landing, rowing out 100 feet 
to deep water. He dived off the boat and 
immediately appeared to be attacked by 
cramps, struggling desperately and calling 
loudly for help.. There was no boat for 
Fischer to use in going to bis assistance, 
and after coming to the surface several 
times ho finally sank to tbe bottom . 

The accident occurred at three o'clock 
Saturday afternoon and immediately after- 
ward divers started looking for the body, 
The lake bottom was also dragged with 
grappling hooks and the search continued 
until after nightfal. Sunday the searchers 
once more took up the work. It is thought 
that the weeds in tbe bottom of the lake 
have mired the body, nnd there ia some 
doubt of tbe success of the search.

department making New Tears day, 
Washington birthday anniversary, Mem- 
orial day, July 4, Labor day, holidays for 
the rural carriers. Formerly each of these 
days the men were allowed to be off by 
special orders. Christmas was not named 
as a holiday, the business of the postoffice 
department being the largest at this time 
of any ia the year. 



Cooper Bill to be Amended Pro- 
viding: for Free Admission 
of Philippine Products 

Free trade between America and the 
Philippines, insteadnf the proposed 25 per 
cent decrease in the Dingley tariff, seems 
assured as a result of the visit of Secretary 
Taft and his party to the islands. Senators 
and representatives have become converted 
to tbe idea that products of the American 
possession should bo admitted free, nnd 
will wnrk to 'that end on their return to 
America, 

It can bo stated upon no less authority 
than Representative C. H. Grosvenorof 
Ohio that the Cooper bill, which was favor- 
ably reported upon by tbe house committee 
at the last session of congress, will now be 
amended, providing for free trade instead 
of the proposed reduction of 25 per cent on 
the prevailing Dingley rates. 

Representative Grosvenor snys: "An 
amendment will be offered by Representa- 
tive S. E. Payne of Kew York, chairman 
of the committee on ways and means, pro- 
viding for tbe free admission of Philippine 
products, and the outlook for its passage is 
very favorable." 

Now that the party has been in tbe is- 
lands for over a week, an expression of 
opinion of tbe majority of its members on 
the free admission of Philippine products 
to the markets oE the United States has 
been obtained, and it can be stated without 
contradiction that the attitude of the lead- 
ers of the" opposition lo'th'e policy of a re- 
duction of the Dingley tariff on sugar and 
tobacco has materially changed since their 
arrival there, 

Representative E. J. Hill of Connecticut, 
one of the leaders in the house of the op- 
position to the further reduction of the 
tariff on tobacco, declared himself in favor 
of the free admission of cigars and tobacco 
from the islands into the United States. 

Senator Dubois, leader of tbe opposition 
to tbe Cooper bill in tbe senate, has also 
stated that he will not oppose free trade, 
while other members, erstwhile of the op- 
position party, have convinced themselves 
tbat sugar and tobacco from the islands 
will in no wise menace the products of tbe 
United States. 

Secretary Tuft's speech definitely defin- 
ing tbe present status of the islands and 
the possibility that their independence will 
be deferred for a generation at least, and 
probadly longer, has strengthened the ad- 
ministration on all hands, and local Amer- 
ican merchants are highly gratified at tbe 
attitude taken by tbe administration' ia 
respect to present and future government 
of tbe islands.

Postmaster General Issues Notice 

Against Employment of Women m 

Rural Mall Carriers 

The rural examination board at Wash- 
ington, D, C„ has practically decreed 
that the department will have no more 
women rural mail carriers. At least such 
construction is placed upon the rules for 
regulation of civil service examinations re- 
cently promulgated hy tbe board and sign- 
ed by J. D. King, chairman. 

Paragraph 18 of tbe rules, in tbe opin- 
ion of those fnmllior with the situation, 
acts as an effectual bar to the further em- 
ployment of women in the rural service. 
Heretofore women have been treated on an 
equal basis with men and if tbey made the 
proper showing in competitive examination ' 
and stood highest in the test their appoint- 
ment as regular-carriers followed, there be- 
ing no discrimination whatever on account 
of sex, Something seems to have happen- 
ed to change the opinion of the postoffice 
department about employing women as 
rural carriers and the edict has gone forth 
to engage only men, except in cases whero 
no men can be secured. This is the sub- 
stance of Rule 13, which reads as follows-: 

"Women will not be certified while a 
register contains the names of male eltg- 
ibles." 

This rule was discovered by a lady who 
expected to take the rural examination to 
be held nt the Belridere postoffice last . 
Saturday, when she found that she was 
practically barred out of the rural service' 
she expressed herself quite vigorously, 
characterizing the rule as an injustice -to 
women. "There is a lady carrier at Cap- 
rou and she performs the service, f am told, 
to the satisfaction of all patrons and tbey 
would have no one else. I have read of 
other cases where women have served na 
rural carriers and there was no fault to be 
found. Now the postoffice department tells 
tbe women to stand back nud gives public 
notice that they will not be employed if. 
men enn be found to hike tbe places, and 
everybody knows tbat suck.n rule means 
the absolute disbarment from the rural 
service of women as tea men can be found 
to.takej;ye.ry vaconc^y.on the rural roptea, 
nnd the women can now stay nt home and 
take care of the kitchen."

Department Store In Albany ColtapiM 
nod flnrlen Scores* 

Three hundred persons employed In 
tho largo dopartmont store of tho John 
0. Myers estate la Albany, N. X, had 
just gone to work Tuesday morning 
when tho wholo center of tha- building 
collapsed from roof to cellar. Hourly a 
hundred men, girls and children wort 
carried down In tho wreck. The first es- 
tlmato placed tho number of killed and 
injured nt forty. 

Tho catastrophe Is tho worst of Its 
kind In tho city's history. Tha Myers' 
cstato had been making extonslvo repairs 
on Its building, Tuesday morning a gang 
of Italian workmen started to remove an 
Iron pillar that supported tho main floor, 
Evidently they had failed to brace tho 
floor properly, for scarcely had thoy loos- 
ened tho post when down cama all three 
upper floors within a radius of fifty feet 
from tho fatal pillar. Tho wreck crashed 
through to tho collar, burying tha work- 
men and carrying down those who hap- 
pened to bo working In that portion of 
the building, 

Tha fire department was called out 
and tho work of rescue began' at once, 
Considering the nature of the accident 
tho number of persona who escaped with 
only alight Injuries Is remarkable. The 
sceno which followed tho collapse Is In- 
describable. Most of those Injured wore 
young women, Tho walls and roof of 
tho center of the structure fell Into the 
building, forming a mass of debris, under 
which wera tho unfortunnto victims, The 
scones about tho building were ns pltln- 
ble ns those within. Several hundred 
relatives of employes were there and 
their supplications as to tho welfare of 
their loved -ones wera heartrending. 

Wednesday morning found 200 men 
etlll telling over tho wreckage "of the 
department store, whore twenty-four 
hours before occurred tho saddest catas- 
trophe in tho history of Albany. Fifty 
women wcro still unaccounted for. Elev- 
en dead bodies, many of them nmugled 
■J in est beyond recognition, had been tak- 
en from tho ruins thus far

Plane for Conference of Bodice with 
Membership of 18,000,000. 
Twenty-four religious denominations 
containing 18,000,000 communicants have 
each oppolntcd from five to fifty dele- 
gates to meet In New York City Nor. 25 
to tako part la an lutcrchurch conference 
on federation. Tho meeting will be hold 
in Carnegie Hall for & week, the object 
being tho federation of tho Protestant 
forces in America. President Roosovclt 
has expressed his sympathy with tho 
movement and It is expected that one or 
more members of his cabinet will bo ablo 
to take part in tho discussions of tha 
conference. 

Tho sixty speakers on the program and 
tho presiding ofllcers include fivo bishops 
of the Protestant Episcopal church, six 
bishops of tho Methodist Episcopal 
church, a bishop of tho Reformed Episco- 
pal church, a bishop of the Moravian 
body, representatives of tho Presbyterian, 
Congregational, Baptist and other de- 
nominations, two United States Supremo 
Court Justices, two judges of State 
courts, n United States Senator, a Con- 
gressman, a Governor, a Mayor and sev- 
eral college presidents and professors and 
many editors nnd ministers. 

Among tho Issues to bo brought before 
tha chnrch and nation by the conference 
nro religious education, the social order, 
evangelization, homo and foreign mis- 
sions, tho fellowship of faith, tho nation- 
al life and Christian progress. Besides 
declaring faith' In tho essential unity of 
the Protestant churches, several speakers 
will rehearse the practical workings of 
present federation movements In cities, 
rural districts, States, foreign lands and 
Interdenominational work. Denomina- 
tional rallies, a platform meeting devoted 
to young people's movements and a re- 
ception to tha delegates nt tho Waldorf- 
Astoria, given by tho half-dozen denom- 
inational social unions In tho city, will 
bo among tho more popular features of 
the conference.

Thousand* of Persons Llvlnc on Herbs, 
Roots and Uerrlei, 

In Andalusia, the most fertllo part of 
Spain, practically the wholo working pop- 
ulation is face to faco with starvation. 
In the provinces of Cadiz, Seville, Ma- 
laga nnd Granada tho peasantry, who 
compriso two-thirds of tho total inhab- 
itants, havo been living for the pnst few 
mouths almost exclusively on herbs, roots 
and berries, 

Tho bakers from tho towns, who sup- 
ply the mora prosperous Inhabitants with 
bread, havo been obliged to moke their 
rounds secretly at night, the appear- 
ance of a baker's cart In he day time 
Inevitably means an attack by a. mob of 
starving peasantry, despcrnto with want 
and destitute of work, who have nothing 
to do bnt lounge about and struggle 
against tho gnawing pangs of hanger. 

Many cases have occurred of Isolated 
country houses and villas being broken 
into at night by Improvised bands of rob- 
bors, who, nevertheless, despite tho temp- 
tation to general plunder, have always 
confined their depredations to tho larders, 
and havo taken nothing but food with 
which to keep body oud soul together, 
Many poor peasant mothers, rendered des- 
perate by the pitiful cries of their starv- 
ing children, have been driven to take 
from their llttlo stores of medicine, put 
nsldo In caso of Illness, powerful drugs 
with which to send the suffering Infants 
to steep, and thus still their cries, 

The solo canse of the present condi- 
tion of tha peasantry la tho Iniquitous 
■ystcm under which practically tho wholo 
of the land bolongs to a few wealthy 
families, The condition of affairs Is very 
much tho samo In this respect as that 
whleh prevailed In Franco prior to tho 
revolution.

Cool Fruit When. Shipped. 

Fruit should not be picked on n 
warm day and put Immediately into 
cold storngc or Into cars for shipment 
It should bo put Into somo place whore 
it will havo a clunco to cool off and 
permit the latent heat to work out 
Putting fruit Into close curs where no 
refrigeration is provided Is a fruitful 
souite of trouble in the shipping of 
fruit The bent in tho fruit causes 
rapid spoiling, especially with fruit 
that la of short keeping quality,' llko 
some of tho apples that ripen In the 
summer. If the nights nro cool, fruit 
can be cooled off by simply leaving It 
over night exposed to the air, but not 
to the dew. In other cases cellars nre 
found deep enough to have a tempera- 
ture of under 00 degrees. These can 
bo mod in such cases. In somo parts 
of the territory over which this paper 
circulates storage pits havo been dug 
into tbo side hills and these may be 
used as storage places.

The fundamental truth 
is, In order to obtain the beat remits 
In cultivating corn, tho method must 
bo, varied to meet the conditions uamed 
above.

eiQ SPREAD OP FEVER. 



Went her Unreal- Itcpnrtn Corn and 
Whcnt in Flue Condition. 
Tho weekly bulletin of tho weather 
bureau Humumrlics crap conditions as 
follows : 

Tcxus nnd Oklahoma experienced very 
warm weather^ wit Ilo it was too cool over 
tho northern portion of tlio lako region 
and on tho California const; other who 
tbo temperature conditions wcro geher- 
ally fnvornhle. Too much rain proved 
detrimental in portions of Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri, ntid also in Flor- 
ida mid portions of Mississippi, but In 
northern Alabama, Georgia nnd tlio Car- 
olina*, and over a considerable' part of 
tho middle. Atlantic States, Ohio valley 
and Tennessee rain is much needed, tho 
effects of drought becoming serious over 
tho greater part of Georgia. Rain Is 
also needed on tho north Pad lie const. 

Over the central nnd western portions 
of tho corn belt and tlio greater part of 
the middle Atlantic States corn continues 
In excellent condition, and, while needing 
rain in tho Ohio valley, the condition of 
the crop In that district Is generally 
promising. 

Thrashing of winter wheat Is largely 
completed In the principal wheat States. 
This work has, however, been Interrupt- 
ed by rains In Kansas, and complaints of 
Injury from molsturo continue from por- 
tions of Tennessee and tlio middle At- 
lantic States, Plowing for fall seeding 
Is in progress In tho southern portions of 
tho central valleys. 

While rust In spring wheat Is more or 
less prevalent In tho DakotaB and to o 
slight extent In Nebraska, Iowa and Min- 
nesota, the reports generally Indicate that 
prop has not sustained serious injury. 
Harvest Is nearly finished in Iowa, and 
is in progress In Nebraska and tho south- 
ern portions of South Dakota nnd Min- 
nesota, but has not yet begun In North 
Dakota, whore tho crop Is generally in 
excellent condition,, with Jong heads 
which are filling well. In Oregon har- 
vesting Is active, with yields below ex- 
pectations; In Washington spring wheat 
Is ripening rapidly jand Is beyond further 
Injury from bet wirids. 

Nearly all reports Indicate that a good 
crop of oats has been secured. Harvest- 



Alarm In £ Incrcnso of the Yellow 
Scon rue In LotiUlnna. 
At Now 'Orleans sixty new coses of 
yellow fever nnd four now deaths wcrs 
reported Wednesday, bringing the respec- 
tive totals up to 053 mid 124. . Tho largo 
in mi her of new cases nnd snhfocl la sur- 
prising, but no attempt Is being made to 
account for It Of the new subfocl three 
nro uptown, and tho balance downtown. 
Two dead men were found In n ahnnty In 
Iho woods, mid It w.ls found that they 
had died of yellow fever. They wcro 
Italians, who had died from lack of at- 
tention. 

"The most alarming feature Is tho rapid 
■proud of the epidemic outfildo of New 
Orleans In districts not previously Infect- 
ed. Thero hnvo been twenty-two new 
cases reported In outside parishes during 
the last twenty- four hours. Nineteen of 
these aro In tho town of Patterson, nnd 
are mostly Italians, Tho three other cases 
reported are In St. Charles parish, one of 
them being a negro. 

In spite of the great Increase of tbo 
scourge both In Now Orlenns and In tho 
outside parishes, tho State board of 
heal Ui has decided to demand that Gov, 
Dlanchard cnll out tho militia to protect 
travel through tho parishes which have 
Imposed drastic quarantine against New 
Orleans. Tho present chaotic condition 
threatens not only to ruin tho business 
Of Iho city, but Is a constant annoyance 
to travelers. 

A proclamation has been Issued by the 
board prohibiting any town, parish or 
village from refusing admission to a per- 
son from a non-infected locality holding 
n health certificate not more than twenty- 
four hours old or to a person from an 
Infected locality who has spent six dnys 
in a detention camp, and has been dis- 
charged with a marlno hospital certifi- 
cate. 

Interference with the pnssnge of steam- 
boats or trains la forbidden unless they 
violate legal quarantine- regulations. No 
mall, freight or express matter shall, n» 
der tho proclamation, bo refused from in- 
fected territories, provided it Is carried 
In cars which have been fumigated by 
tho marine hospital service.

The formal meeting of tho envoys at 
Portsmouth lias been accomplished with 
all the smoothness and lack of unpleasant 
incident that could be desired. As to the 
beginning of the conference, it has been a 
distinct success. Why it would have been 
expected to be anything else, it is hard to 
see, but unquestionably there was a lurking 
suspicion that something unto word was 
going to happen. The suspicion was alive 
both at home and abroad. It wns the first 
essay of this country in the field of such 
international politics and there was n good 
deal of question whether we could carry it 
through without li bitch. That it was so 
carried out is duo in very largo measure to 
the personality of President Roosevelt. The 
mere bringing of the envoys tocelber has 
been a victory that European diplomacy 
could not have accomplished. Not that 
European dipromncy is of such nn inferior 
brand. But the two countries most con- 
sented felt that in the President' of the 
United States they had a mnn who was 
anxious to give them both "a square deal." 
And they felt also that in coming to Amer- 
ica for conference they were at least not 
sitting down in the camp of their enemios, 
which would havo been the case with one 
or the other of them .had they selected any 
country in Europe. As to the meeting it- 
self, we bad none of the pomp of courts nor 
tradition and grave precedent as to how 
such things should be done. In that re- 
gard we were going it absolutely blind. 
Yet the simple courtesy of an American 
gentlemen) wishing well to two foreign 
gentlemen, nnd aiming simply to make 
them feel that they were both welcome and 
entirely un tram meletl, sufficed for all the 
needs of the occasion. So far as any ques 
tions of formality and precedence were con 
earned they were simply and adequately 
handled by the state department which 
had the nrrangements for the meeting in 
hand. Tho parties to tho controversy have 
been property, yet cordially welcomed, and 
it remains only for them to reach some 
common ground of settlement. In this 
work they were well aware thnt they are 

' where they will not bo subjected to inllu 
a.nce in any way. However thoy may set 
tie their quarrel is n matter of conipara 

' live indifference to us. The chief thing is 
to have them settle it nnd to give the world 
peace. Tbe President of the United States 
has -done the utmost that propriety allows 
in bringing them together. As has been 
said, be has already done more than 
could any crowned head in Europe. Ho 
has told the peace commissioners that be 
wishes them a successful issue to their la- 
bors, 'and in 'this he undoubtedly has the 
hearty , accord of nil tho American people.

THE BOLD OF PEACE 



DOVE HAS BEEN SO KNOWN 
SINCE THE FLOOD, 



Symbol for Gentleness Used by 
Writer* and Artltta of All AgeBr- 
. Pigeons Held Sacred Among Many 
of the Peoples of the East. 



Cartoonists nnd parngranhcrB over 
the whole world t have been making 
much use of late* of tho dove aa the 
bird of peace, aa writers nnd nrtlsta 
have done In all the ages gono by 
since the time of tho flood. Fbr tbe 
dove baa figured In tho symbolism of 
many races nnd of counttcBS genera- 
tions. According to the Century die- 
tionary the dove Is the bird of poace 
because of the Incident recorded In 
the eighth chapter of Genes in: "And 
it came to paaB at tho end of forty 
days thnt Noah opened the window of 
tho ark which ho had made; and ho 
sent forth a raven which wont to and 
fro, until the waters wero dried up 
from off the earth. And ho sent forth 
n dove from him, to seo If tho waters 
wore abated from off the face of the 
ground; but tho, dove found no rest 
for tnd soul oi her foot, and she re- 
turned unto htm in tho nrk. And ho 
stayed yet. another Bevon days; nnd 
again he sent' forth the dove out of 
the ark; nnd the dove came to blm in 
the evening; and, lo, In her mouth 
waa an ollvo leaf plucked off; so Nonh 
knew that tho waters were abated 
from off tho earth." 

Proper names derived from tho 
tfove hove always been used in the 
orient as descriptive of loveliness and 
were * especially applied to beautiful 
women. The dove was woven into 
the pagan worship of ancient northern 
Europe nnd It has a great placo In 
early Christian life and symbolism. 
From Immemorial time the dove has 
always been a type of. innocence to 
the Jews. Elsewhere it has been as- 
sociated since the Olympian age with 
the higher Idea of Venus as the sym- 
bol of natural human affection — the 
love that goes with purity and sim- 
plicity ot heart. It had n part In mar- 
riage scenos and was naturally Intro- 
duced by early Christian painters Into 
pictures of the Madonna nnd child 
and of female saints. These qualities 
of gentleness and affection combined 
with their mournful notes made doves 
equally appropriate to*roooda of sor- 
row and they were a part of tho furni- 
ture of most pngan funerals. " This 
passed on into Christian usage and 
their likenesses, generally combined 
with the olive branch, wero carved on 
the tombs In the cntacomba beneath 
Home and elsewhere, emblematic of 
eternal peace. 

Tn tbe Sporting Magazine for 1825 
this appeared: "Pigeons nro rarely 
seen at tbe table of tho Russians, who 
entertain a superstitious veneration 
for these birds because the Holy Ghost 
assumed the form of a dove." Com- 
menting on this a writer says: "This 
custom of the abstinence from tho 
flesh of the dove Is far older than 
Christianity, being Indeed In all proba- 
bility connected with the same class 
of feelings an those which marked It 
out as the Aryan death bird." 

Sir Richard F. Burton remarks: 
"Every since Ncah's dove, every reli- 
gion seems to consider the pigeon as 
the sacred bird; for example, every 
mosque swarms with pigeons and the 
same exist In mast Italian market 
places; the Hindoo pundits and the old 
Assyrian empire also have them."

Alomvo W, Pebbles, ono of Iho old resi- 
dents of Oak Pnrk and for many years ono 
of the lending men of tho community, died 
Monday evening, July 91, at his summer 
home near Antioch. It was not generally 
known that ho was III nnd the nows of his 
death came as a surprise to many of his 
friends. The great gnthcring of people nt 
Grace church on Thursday nfternoon at 
tho funeral attested tho esteem in which 
lie wns held, whiob wnB voiced hy Rev. E, 
V, Shnyler, who conducted tho service, 'In 
tho statement (hat Mr. Pebbles had nlways 
stood in the community for kindness nnd 
honesty, The burial was at Forest Homo 
with Masonic rites, 

Mr, Pebbles wna 03 years of age. Hq 
wns born lil IWmitnge, N. V., in 1842 
and en me in Ids youth to Beaver Dam, 
Wis., whore ho was mnrried to Misa Eliza- 
beth J. Reed in 1&G2. Four years later 
they enmo to Onk Park, which won then 
only n country villngc, nnd tlmir home has 
Won there ever since. In I860 Mr. Pebbles 
established the business which has borne 
his name for thirty-six years and is conse- 
quently tho oldest firm in Oak Park. 

Mr. Pebbles early identified himself with 
the progress of the village and , hnd math 
to do with the shaping of public matters. 
His sturdy character nnd high ideals were 
in no small degree wrought Into the com- 
munity, which still bears the stamp of n 
few such men who were ncltvn In Its affairs 
during that formative period. Twice, in 
183-1 and in 1885, lie wan elected at Oak 
Park's representative on tho board o£ 
trustee of the town of Cicero, of which the 
villngc was then a part, in which capacity 
ho served with a fidelity to principle which 
marked his career in every walk of life. 
Mr, Pebbles wns a generous nnd kindly 
man, simple nnd without pretense, firm in 
bis convictions nnd loyal to his friends., 
lie will he greatly missed. 

Mr, Pohbles is survived by Mrs. Pebbles, 
one son, Henry R. Pebbles, two daughters, 
Jessie P. (Mrs. Robert S.) Ingalls and Miss 
Margaret C. Pebbles, and n 'grandson, 
Chnrlea Philip Miller, Jr., the son of Mr. 
Pebbles' daughter Emily Louise, who died 
in 1890, the first wife of Chnrlea ?, Miller. 

He wns long associated in business with 
his brothor, S. E. Pebbles, who died seven 
years afio. Henry R. Pebbles would have 
been nbsont nt the time of bis father's 
death but for the fact that be returned un- 
expectedly from bis European (rip with 
the Armstrong party after reaching Eng- 
land.

Ho was unconscious for half an 
hour. Tho physicians said they feared 
he was Internally Injured nnd would die.

The arctic steamer Terra Nora, which 
went to the relief of tbo Ftala-Zlcgler 
polar expedition, has rescued Anthony 
a iala and all tbo others connected with 
the expedition, with the exception of one 
Norwegian seaman, who died from nat- 
ural causes. The ship America, which 
took out tlio explorers, was crushed Id 
tbo lco early In tho winter of 1003-4 and 
lost, with a large part of her coal and 
provisions.

Japan's peuco terms, presented 
Thursday, represent n inn xl mum ot 
the demands thnt bnve been ascribed 
to tier In tbo prellmlnnry minora, with 
tbo solo exception of tbo Indemnity 
clause. 

Correspond outs assert that no fixed 
amount of Indemnity Is demanded. 
Japan has purposely loft this question 
open as n basis for negotiations nnd 
therein rests tbo hopo of tbo ultimate 
agreement on a permanent pence. 

Tbo Russln u envoys, It may be said, 
nro not surprised at tho Jnpnnoso de- 
mands. They have been prepared for 
them by rend lug tho newspaper dis- 
patches, which have accurately fore- 
casted tbo general tone of tho peaco 
terms, nnd while 'tlio Czar's represent- 
atives wore quiet nnd more reserved 
than formerly, thero was not notlcc- 
ablo any sign of depression that might 
augur n failure of tho conference. 

Speaking generally, Japan donianda. 
an acknowledgment of her undisputed 
suzerainty over Korea, Russia's evacu- 
ation of Manchuria nnd establishment 
of tho liny policy of the open door, tho 
cession of Port Arthur, the cession of 
Snkhnllen Island, the transfer to Ja- 
pan of tlio Mnnchurtnu railroads and 
tbe commercialization of the port of 
Vlndlvostock. 

These terms Imre not been mndo 
public by any member of either tho 
Russian or Japanese suites, but are 
based solely on bints which have been 
convoyed by them to close friends and 
nro believed accurately to reflect tho 
general nnturc of Japan's demands.^ 

Tbe more hopeful sign Is tbo failure 
of Japan to name any specific sum 
that she will require In the way of 
Indemnity. It la on tho payment of 
Indemnity thnt Russia hesitates most 
With thnt left open for discussion, 
there Is loft a way by which, counter 
propositions may bo presented and tbe 
rondmnde easy for n final agreement 

Reimbursement for tbo expenses 
sustained in the war nnd tho cession 
of tlio Island of Sakhalin constitute 
tho main features of tbe peace condi- 
tions, Tbo word "Indemnity" was 
carefully avoided, tho word employed 
being "reimbursement" for tbo cost of 
tho war. 

No sum la fixed, the naming of the 
amount being distinctly deferred for 
mutual adjustment between tho two 
countries after the .Tnpaneso expendi- 
ture has been ascertained. The Japan- 
ese say tbe cost of tlio war to date 
has been $ 000,000,000. 

Three Disputed Points. 

(1) Sakhalin Istand. 

(2) Indemnity. 

(3) Limitation of Russian sea power 
In the Pacific. 

These points ore refused by the Rus- 
sians. Japan holds Sakhalin Island, 
Russia will buy It back at a big price. 
Russia will pay no direct Indemnity, 
but will give euougli for tbo Island to 
permit Japan to regard It aa an Indem- 
nity, Tbeso two things will solve tbe 
dimculty. 

It Is said Russia will never consent 
to limit ber sea power In tbo Pacific. 
Such a thing would bo humiliating. 
Japan will hardly insist on this, for 
Togo has already limited Russia's Bca 
power by bis guns, nud Russia cannot 
recover it uuder twenty years. 

When It was suggested tnat iu ex- 
cbango for other great concessions by 
tbo Cznr tbo Mikado would consent to 
forego the requirement of "humiliating 
reimbursement," the unofficial state- 
ment was given out nt Tokto thnt tbo 
payment by Russia of an immense in- 
demnity to Jnpnn will not be waived 
under any circumstances. 

Russia's chief plenipotentiary at the 
peace conference 1ms shown himself 
to bo a great man by tbo great things 
which be has nccomplslhcd as the 
Cznr*s minister of finance and In other 
wnys, HIb greatness Is attcsjod by 
his Imperial master, who hits sent htm 
to tbe United Stntes with plenary pow- 
ers to treat for peaco with Japan. At

In bis report to the Department of 
Agriculture on The Forest Conditions 
of Northern New Hampshire, Alfred 
IC. Chittenden gives the principal 
causes of forest fires, la the order .of 
tbelr Importance, ns follows: Railroads, 
carelessness lu clearing land, fisher- 
men nml campers nnd malice. In view 
of the common practice In tho rural 
districts of giving Bportsmen credit for 
starting fires, It Is refreshing, says 
Field and Stream, to quote tho follow- 
ing paragraph relating to causes. Mr. 
Chittenden says: "Among tbe numer- 
ous causes of forest fires the getting 
beyond control of fires set for tbo pur- 
pose of clearing land occupies n prom- 
inent place. There are many persons 
among the farming community who do 
not nppreclate the danger of burning 
brush In' tbo neighborhood of wood- 
lands during n dry time. Unfortunate- 
ly tho dnnger from this source is not 
due entirely to Ignorance or simply to 
thoughtlessness. Tliere nre many por- 
eons who will not consult tbo Bafety of 
their neighbor's property In this mat- 
ter, even.lt tho danger bns been clear- 
ly pointed out Tho ovll clearly calls 
for both educational and restrictive 
measures."

If there nre such women, turn the 
poultry over to thorn nnd sec them 
make money. Farmers who ore advo- 
cating this outdoor work for women 
would belter look more closely Into 
Uie situation, when they will sec that 
what most farmer's wives need Is help 
in tbo woman's work ot tbo farm — 
lu tbo kitchen, in the dairy nud In tho 
hundred and one things tbey hnvo to 
do, especially If there are small chil- 
dren In the family. Most men are lib- 
eral enough about hiring help for tho 
farm work, but mighty stingy when ft 
comes to hiring help to nsslst tbo over- 
worked wife. — Indianapolis News. 



Clover for Poultry. 

Clover Is not only .highly nitrogen- 
ous, but is rich in lime, u substanco 
required by tbe hens for providing the 
Bbells of eggs, and which is In a more 
soluble form in tbo food than In tbe 
Bhnpo of oyster shells or oUcr Insolu- 
ble substances. It contains nearly 
thirty times as much lime, ob docs 
corn in its proportion of flesh forming 
elements; Ono of tho ndvnntagea as 
food for bens Is that It Is not only nu- 
tritious, but bulky, at id aids in the di- 
gestion of tbo grnlu. It is valuable In 
supplying those substnnces which are 
lacking in grain, nud as It is plentiful 
on all farms and requires but a few 
moments for Its preparation, thero Is 
nothing to prevent Its use. By allow- 
ing a ration ot scalded clover to tho 
lions after green food is gono they will 
keep In bettor laying condition nud die 
production of eggB will bo increased. 

Keetiliiir tho Boll Hlcli. 

Mr. Wright, dairy commissioner oj 
Iowa, says, 4, In Iowa ono of the taws 
of the land Is that we must grew corn 
and grass, Another is that we must 
feed .these crops to -hogs "and cattle.'

Ono of Prof. Lowell's bens at tbe 
Maine station laid 251 eggs last year. 
He bns n number of bens with records 
ot upwards of two hundred eggs in 
a year. Such records ought to bo con- 
vincing to tho doubting ones. It la 
difficult to sny where tho limit of pos^ 
sJblllry lies In careful, systematic 
breeding; certain It Is thnt tbo limit 
has not yet been reached. Such re- 
sults arc not, of course,, of common 
occurrence, but ore tbe product of a 
carefully planned system of brcedlug 
of several consecutive years, together 
with tbe very best of Intelligent enro 
and feeding of tbe fowls. But after 
nil, records (Ike these serve a pur- 
pose nnd should encourage every prac- 
tical poultry keeper to take extra 
pains In the breeding, feeding nnd enro 
of his hens. It Is needless to say that 
Mr. Lowell accomplished this result 
with trap nests by keeping Individual 
egg records nnd pedigrees of ench beu 
nnd tho chickens he raised from them. 
There Is a pretty big gnp between tho 
lien that lays from seventy-flvo to 
eighty eggs In a year and those that 
lay two hundred. Yet on mnny farms 
tho flocks will not average over eighty 
eggs per yenr per ben. If they pny 
— nnd they do^ — what n bandsomo 
profit must there bo In a flock of bens 
thnt produce for their owner twico 
thnt number of eggs In a year, nnd a 
flock ot bens thnt will lay ono hun- 
dred nnd fifty or Hlxty eggs per fowl 
per year Is not out of tbe reach of 
nny man -or woman who will get' the 
right kind of stock and give tbcm tbe 
fight kind of care. 

Care or Alfalfa. 

So new Is tbo alfalfa crop to most 
farmers that too much stress cannot 
bo laid on t(jo Importance of cutting 
tbo crop at tbe proper time. This sub- 
ject, was touched upon in this depart- 
ment recently, but demands attention 
again. One of tho best authorities on 
nlfalfn raising says the Into cutting 
of the first crop Injures the plant more 
than at any other time, and wo have 
found it profitable to cut alfalfa tbo 
first time as soon as one-tenth Is In 
bloom, even though tho weather was • 
bad and we knew the crop would spoil 
in curing. Tho increased yields from 
succeeding cuttings over that cut late, 
much moro than makes up for the loss 
of the first crop. 

Alfalfa growers who aro trying tho 
crop for the first time should bear tho 
above statement in intud, for, as stat- 
ed, It Is not only the injury to tho sec- 
ond and Bucceedlng crops or cuttiny 
that should be avoided, but there U 
danger of bucIi utter ruin to tho plant 
Itself that tbo field bns to be plowed 
under nud ro seeded. One can bet ten 
afford to sacrifice tbo first cutting thna 
to run the, risk of losing tho entire sot- 
ting. In tho'mntter. ot curing alfalfa, 
hay, bear in mlad that tho cut hay. 
must be protected from tho rain, tor 
once well wot nftor cutting tboro is no 
care or treatment that Will restore Its 
feeding value. ~ Largo owners ot al- 
falfa have not hesitated to, hare. small 
caps made so, thnt tbo small cooks ot 
hay can bo protected In case of needs 
tbey And It pays. If the two polnbi

London was panic-stricken, but tho 
government at once faced tho danger. 
The buoys at . the mouth of the 
Thames were- .removed. ■ Shcernoss, 
which was menaced... with bombard- 
ment, much as Odessa was threatened 
by the Knlaz Pd^omkln, was garrison- 
ed with 4,000 ; men. Tilbury fort was 
; armed- wllh 100 heavy cannon and 
boats sunk to bar the harbor. .An act 
was passed declaring the punishment 
of death on all who held communica- 
tion with the mutineers, while at the 
same time tho hopeless nature of tho 
struggle was. represented to tho rebel- 
lions sailors. 

As a result tho men. were not long 
In coming to their senses. One by 
one the ships surrendered. .The' lead' 
ers -wore hanged, but some escaped, 
while others were afterward pardon- 
ed. •• '

Discovery of Great Antiquity In Egyp- 
tian Excavations. 

The season's harvest from Egyptian 
excavations Is on view at University 
College, London, England, The cbtef 
interest Is 'in Prof, Flinders Petrie's 
Sinai tic Peninsula excavations made' 
to the turquoise mines of Waxmoag- 
hala and Sarablt el Khadem and the 
lattcc's temple. 

The oldest monument group, the 
king ot Mereskha smiting a captive 
sheikh, la assigned to the first dynasty 
about -4,600 B. C. Thert^aro also 
sculptures and inscriptions which are 
assigned to 2500 B. C. An Interest- 
ing feature of Sarablt et Khadem 1b 
tho evidence that It was Semitic and 
not Egyptian worship which was prac- 
ticed in the whole region. Scattered 
pilgrim shelters usually contained a 
bctbel Btone, somo of which have 
Egyptian inscriptions. Here, the pil- 
grims came for oracular dreams. This 
special feature of Semitic worship 
was quite unknown In Egypt. 

The Tcm pic of Sarablt ol Khadem 
was originally tii e sacred cave of the 
Goddess- Hathor.lt mast have existed 
In the Third Dynnsty, nearly 7,000 
years ago. One peculiar un- Egyptian 
feature of It was two small courts, 
each with a stone basin for purifica- 
tion . This characteristic feature ot 
every* Mohammedan mosque must 
havo existed In Syrian worship fifteen 
c oritur! es boforo Christ. 
■ The discovery of the greatest" an- 
tiquity la a collection of-fllnts.used by 
the Bedouins In working turquoise 
out of sandstone, which dates to 10,- 
000 B. C.

Once Beautiful Woman, with Her Bon, 
at the Tomb of the Emperor— Now 
Alone In the World with Her Sad 
Memories. . 



The most pathetic mental picture 
that- has been developed In ray mind 
for many a day Is revived -by a brief 
cablegram which described poor for- 
gotten Eugenie, once Empress of the 
French, driving about Paris, unno- 
ticed, .She visited tho Tullerles gar- 
dens, in which she and tho thon boy 
prince often took "the air. No doubt 
sho glanced at the. side door of the 
Louvre, facing tho Rue do. Rlvoll, 
through which she escaped— disguised 
as a servant and with tho aid ot Dent- 
ist Evans, on American, - 

Poor old woman I She understands 
that the peoplo, not the "royal" borri, - 
own France. It was a hard lesson, 
but members of other dynasties be- 
sides 'Napoleonic will learn it before 
long. 

Never shall t forget the only. Ume I 
caw the' dethroned Em press. It was . 
in the fall of 1875, when taking a 
day's run down .the London, Chatham 
& Dover railway , to Rochester, ■ 
whence I Intended to drive to Gad's 
HHl House, tho home of thai late 
Charles Dickens. 

When the station "Chisel hurst" was 
called By the guard I romembored that 
the home of the widowed Empress" and 
her son was near that place, nud im- 
mediately. left the train.. Not a cab 
was to be had; and, obtaining direc- 
tions from the station master, I start- 
ed to walk. The way was about a 
mile, .as I recall It, and tho keeper of 
the lodge peremptorily refused to ad* 
mlt mo to the park. I had to content 
myself with a view of the red brick 
villa far among the trees. It comes 
back to my mind as a stack of ohim- 
noys and dormer windows — a beauti- 
ful place, ho doubt.' 
i Remembering that the deceased em- 
peror had. been buried at Chlsolhurst 
church, I Inquired the way thither. 
It wasn't far, directly up tho main 
road from the house,'- In a few min- 
utes I stood beforo- the grave. 

As I was about' to turn away a close 
carriage drovo up to the curb aud a 
young man helped out a slender worn-, 
an In deep black. She approached the 
grave and ' the young man brought 
from tho 'interior of the carriage a" 
large bundle'* of cut flowers. I rec- 
ognised' the face of the ex-empress at 
once, as anybody might have done. 
Divining that tho two mourners wish- 
ed to' be alone, I walked away and 
only "glanced • back ^ once to seo that - 
the flowers had bean placed upon the 
gravo and 'that the beautiful. woman _^, 
was kneeling, with-. hor. tall, hand- 
some son, 

Tho unfortunate -.prince "was killed 
by a bra way Zulu la .South Africa not 
many months afterward.
